Preferred Site for New Greenbelt 
Nigh School Jeopardized by Delay

An exchange of letters between the Steering Committee of 
the Citizens for a Planned Greenbelt and the Prince Georges County 
Board of Education reveals that the property site for the Green¬ 
belt senior high school (east of the Beltway between Greenbelt 
Road and the lake) is in jeopardy. 

In reply to an appeal from CFPG, 


which urged the Board of Educa¬ 
tion to expedite the construction of 
the senior high. Superintendent of 
Schools William S. Schmidt pointed 
out that “unless we secure this site 
within the next 4 to 6 weeks, I 
will be camplelled to transfer the 
money to a new location in order 
to avoid losing this appropriation 
(Federal). It has been available 
since last fall and we have been 
delayed for a long time in the ac¬ 
quisition erf the land.” Other funds 
would then have to be used for a 
site in Greenbelt. 

Early this year the Board of Edu¬ 
cation instituted condemnation pro¬ 
ceedings against the owner of the 
site, Consolidated Syndicates, Inc. 
(Charles Bresler-Ted Lemer). Orig¬ 
inally scheduled for May 6, the case 
was postponed because Bresler, a 
delegate from Montgomery County, 
was in the legislature. The suit 
was reassigned to July 22, only to 
be postponed by all the attorneys 
because the case was in the process 
of being settled. Once again the 
suit was re-scheduled, this time to 
September 8, but on September 1 
the court was informed that the 
case was passed for settlement as 
negotiations among the parties con¬ 
cern cd^werebeiiig finalized. The 
case will be returned to the active 
trial list if no settlement is reached. 
In this instance, it is possible the 
case might not be called before 
April, 1966. 

When questioned as to the cause 
of the delay, a Board of Education 
spokesman indicated that the 
owner was seeking a settlement 
that might involve a compromise on 
the city's master plan adopted by 
council last March. Among the 
items involved would be the zoning 
of the Bresler-owned parcels 1 and 
2 (between GHI and the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway) and the ac¬ 
quisition of the parkland, which is 
primarily owned by Bresler. 

The city council had a meeting 
scheduled with the Board of Edu¬ 
cation and the developer today.

October Hearing on Three 
Local Zoning Petitions 

Two zoning petitions within the 
city limits of Greenbelt will be the 
subject of a public hearing by the 
county commissioners on Friday, 
October 15, at 10 am. at the coun¬ 
ty service building in Hyattsville. 
In addition, one petition on Cipri- 
ano Road will be heard. 

Lakeside North Corporation is 
petitioning for 19.4 acres to be re- 
zoned from R-30 to R-18 apart¬ 
ments. Both the Area 13 plan and 
the city’s master plan call for this 
area to be retained R-30. The coun¬ 
cil has recommended denial. The 
Lakeside North properties were 
originally approved by council with 
a covenant restricting density to 12 
units per acre. The R-18 zoning 
would permit 21 apartment units 
per acre. 

The other petition deals with the 
2% acres between Edmonston Road 
and Kenilworth Road south of the 
Beltway interchange. W. A. and 
Jane Martin, the owners, are seek¬ 
ing C-2 general commercial zoning. 
On previous occasions, the owners 
have indicated that this and ad¬ 
joining land were being considered 
for a Stidham retail tire outlet. 
The area 13 plan recommends com¬ 
mercial-office for this land, and the 
citys master plan recommends 
R-30. 

The petition on Cipriano road 
south of Glenn Dale Rd. asks for 
rezoning from rural-residential to 

C-2, an 0.8-acre parcel. 


“We have learned through experi¬ 
ence, particularly during the past 
two years, that if the small voice 
of Greenbelt is to be heard beyond 
our city limits, we must have the 
support of the entire community,”

(1) An adequate road system to 
meet traffic needs. The council, 
Smith said, has already scheduled 
a meeting with the State Roads 
Commission. 

(2) A new library for Greenbelt. 

(3) Adequate schools, including a 
senior high school, and an expan¬ 
sion of elementary and junior high 
school facilities to meet needs. 

(4) Continuation of the philoso¬ 
phy of a low-density residential 
planned community with good 
balance in development. 

(5) Keeping the electorate fully 
informed on all city matters. 

(6) Encouragement of maximum 

citizen participation through serv¬ 
ice on advisory boards. i 

(7) Immediate action to acquire 
the parkland in accordance with 
the mandate of the voters in the 
referendum. Smith said that the 
city manager has been instructed 
to commence working out the 
mechanics for obtaining Federal 
matching funds.

The oath of office was ad- 
ministered by Circuit Court Clerk 
W. Waverly Webb. 

Upon David Champion’s nomina¬ 
tion, White was elected unanimous¬ 
ly Mayor pro tem. 

Upon taking office, Smith ob¬ 
served that the city was fortunate 
in that for the first time in its 
history, it had a new council whose 
members have all had previous 
council experience. The present 
members, in terms of service, rep¬ 
resent approximately 15 years on 
the city council.

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Goodbye to Sam 

No man could leave a sweeter memory than Sam Cornelius, 
who died suddenly on September 30. In his navy blue beret and 
Bermuda shorts, he was a familiar figure in Greenbelt, and almost a 
fixture at the News Review oflice. Sam loved to write. His pock¬ 
ets were always stuffed with notes he’d taken at meetings; and he 
\vent to practically every meeting in town. 

He used to bring his notes to the office of the paper — “just in 
-case.” Often we were glad to get them. When he didn’t bring notes, 
he brought letters to the Editor, written in a characteristic style 
that was pure Sam. They were mysterious missives, full of hints; 
always promoting some worthy cause, but in a manner that could be 
perplexing. 

We argued long with Sam over his letters, because we weren’t 
always sure we understood them. He didn’t like to change them, 
though. Sometimes we’d win him over, but more often he’d stand 
pat. Then he’d either take them back, or else we’d agree to use 
them unchanged whenever we had the space. He never took offense. 
He wasn’t a vain man. He might leave, shaking his head over 
our obtuseness — but in sorrow, not in anger. In a week or two we 
knew he’d be back. Sam held no grudges. 

He decided the office needed a map on the wall, and one Tues¬ 
day night he brought us one. We were grateful, but on a busy night 
we hadn’t time to match his own enthusiasm. No matter. Sam 
hunted under typewriters and behind files until he found a hammer 
and nails. Bang! Bang! And the job was done. 

But the nails didn’t hold in the cinder-block walls, and one day 
the map fell down. Sam raised his eyebrows when he found it on 
the floor and hammered it methodically back in place. It’s still 
there. 

Sam was a clever man, but he retained a certain childlike 
simplicity, even after his hair had turned grey. He was an old- 
fashioned liberal, an idealist to the core. No consideration of ex¬ 
pediency ever budged him from his principles. If your views were 
different from his, he’d argue you blue in the face; and at the end 
of it you liked the man—you couldn’t help it. 

To think I’ll never look up and see Sam coming through the 
door! Smiling, his chin a little stubbly, his eyes benevolent behind 
his glasses, with a sheaf of paper in his hand. 

If we ever meet again, I imagine Sam will be wearing a navy 
blue beret instead of a halo (a man’s an individual, after all, even 
when he’s a shade), and hurrying to present the Angel Gabriel with 
a letter of suggestions — respectfully couched, allusive, but very 
firm.

Samuel Cornelius, 67, died Sep¬ 
tember 30 at his home, 14-V-l Ridge, 
after a heart attack. Cornelius, a 
retired insurance agent, had been 
with Nationwide Insurance Com¬ 
pany in New York for 10 years. 

After moving to Greenbelt five 
years ago, he took an active interest 
in local and state Democratic poli¬ 
tics. Cornelius was elected a Prince 
Georges delegate to the Maryland 
Democratic Convention during the 
1064 campaign and later worked on 
behalf of Senator Joseph D. Ty- 
dings, D-Md. 

During the past years, Cornelius 
served on the supervisory com¬ 
mittee of the Greenbelt Consumer 
Services and was active on the 
auditing, member relations and 
land committees of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. He was one of the 
founders of the Prince Georges 
County Democratic Forum. 

A graduate of Syracuse Univer¬ 
sity, he also attended graduate 
school at Columbia University. Dur¬ 
ing the 1920s he taught in the At¬ 
lantic City school system and also 
was a traffic officer with the tele¬ 
phone company, where he worked 
on the problems of automatic dial¬ 
ing. During the New Deal period 
Cornelius was employed in New 
York State with the National 
Youth Administration. 

He leaves his wife, Miriam, of the 
home address; a son, John, of 3109 
Cheverly Avenue, Cheverly; five 
grandchildren; and a brother, Ray¬ 
mond, of Pennsylvania.

A Good Man 

To the Editor: 

On Thursday morning, September 
30, our friend and neighbor Sam 
Cornelius died. Many Greenbelters 
knew Sam Cornelius through his 
incisive letters to the News Review. 
Others of us were much more 
fortunate, we knew Sam Cornelius 
personally and had the privilege of 
working with him in a variety of 
endeavors. 

Sam had the capacity to “heat us 
up” when he felt we were getting 
lukewarm about a project. He also 
had the ability to “cool us down” 
when he felt we were getting a 
little too hot to be objective or use¬ 
ful in supporting a goal we sought 
to achieve. More than this, Sam 
Cornelius had the rare quality of 
seeing to the heart of a matter and 
exposing it for examination. 

But beyond this, Sam Cornelius 
was a good friend, and I do not 
know of any words that can say 
more than that about the quality of 
a man. Those of us who knew him 
will miss him beyond measure. 

The death of Sam Cornelius is 
more than a personal loss to his 
family and friends. His death is 
a loss to the community which the 
passing of time will make more anti 
more evident. 

Sam Cornelius was an indepen¬ 
dent spirit. A truly independent 
spirit. He represented a stream in 
our American Heritage that has 
become more and more rare. It 
was his very independence of spirit 
which made Sam so valuable to 
Greenbelt. Sam served as the “gad¬ 
fly” of our community. He prod¬ 
ded not only the conscience of the 
individual, he prodded the con¬ 
science of the community as well. 

As elsewhere, so here in Green¬ 
belt, the role of the gadfly in the 
community is not much appreci¬ 
ated. 

It can be a lonely role and Sam 
had his moments of loneliness. But 
he was too insistent about not 
shutting out any man from his 
circle and even those who resented 
his role the most (because they 
knew lie was right) found them¬ 
selves within his circle. 

We are indeed fortunate that 
Sam Cornelius and his wife Miriam 
chose to live in our City of Green¬ 
belt and our hearts go out to 
Miriam at this time especially. We 
have all gained by Sam’s willing¬ 
ness to make himself such a vital
